Minute 1 President Elliott called the meeting to order at 2:10 p.m. 

Minute 2 A motion to approve the minutes of the meeting of February 13, 1970, was 

seconded and carried unanimously. 

Minutes of the Special Meeting of February 27, 1970, were approved 
u nan imously. Chairman of the Executive Committee commended 
Secretary Houser and Miss Royce for their excellent work in preparing 
the minutes. 

Minute 3 Professor Stevens reported that the communications from Mr. Neil Portnow 
which were included with the agenda had been received after the Executive 
Committee had met on March 3 and prepared the agenda for this meeting. 

He requested that any replies to the communications be made as the result 
of action by the entire Senate. A move to set aside the rules to permit 
consideration of such action failed to carry. It was moved, seconded and 
carried that the communications be referred to the Student Relationships 
Committee for their recommendations. 

The rules were suspended to permit the election of Mr. Robert Rosenfeld 
as a replacement for Mr. Michael Mazloff on the Student Relationships 
Committee for the remainder of the 1970 Spring Semester. 

Minute 4(a) Resolution 69/11 was moved and seconded. After discussion by Professors 
Vincent, Wood, Jones, Zuchelli, Stevens, and Vice President Bright, it was 
moved and seconded that the resolution be referred to the University Resources 
Committee for study and recommendations. The motion was carried. 

(b) Resolution 69/12 was moved and seconded. After discussion and debate by 

Professors Stevens, Reesing, Morgan, Robinson and Zuchelli, Professor Zuchelli 
moved that the third whereas read 

"Whereas, written guidelines for implementing the provisions of the 
'Code and Ordinances' concerning appointments, renewals of 
appointments, tenure designations, and terminations of appointments 
assist in implementing conformance with the 'Principles, Standards, 
and Procedures for Faculty Participation in the Selection of Faculty 
Members and for Consultation and Recommendation in the Selection 
of Academic Administrators Implementing Articles IV, V, IX, and X 
of the University Code and Ordinances, '". 


The amendment was accepted and the resolution was passed as amended.

INTERIM REPORT TO THE SENATE FROM THE SCHOLARSHIP COMMITTEE 


The Scholarship Committee is deeply concerned over the future of the 
Scholarship program at this University - specifically those scholarships 
provided by the Board of Trustees. 

With the attention of many focused on the inner city and the critical 
need to finance the emerging Educational Opportunity Program, the Scholar- 
ship Committee is apprehensive should the funding of this Program force 
any reduction in the availability of scholarships for potential and 
recognized scholars. 

Since the creation of the Senate, policies concerning scholarships 
have been considered by the Senate and recommended to the Board of ^ 
Trustees. Historically, changes in scholarship policies have reflected 
the desire of the University to attract students with promf-fee of aca- 
demic excellence from an ever broadening geographic base. 

In 1961 the Board approved the Senate's recommendation that graduates 
from private schools in the Washington metropolitan area also be eligible 
for Trustee Scholarships. In 1964 financial need as a criterion in 
determining the amount of a scholarship award was approved. The fol- 
lowing year the Board of Trustee Scholarships were increased in number 
from the tuition equivalent of 34 to 40 per class with the provision that 
one half of these were to be awarded locally and one half on a national 
basis. At the same time, the Board approved the reassignment of Board 
of Trustee Scholarship funds whenever such scholarships became available 


as a result of transfer or academic considerations. In 1967 the Scholar- 
ship Committee was authorized to award the Board of Trustee Scholarships 
without the restrictions of geographical quotas. Last year the Board 
approved awards to international students. 

The Scholarship Committee notes for the record and the Senate’s con- 
sideration the following: 

1. Little or no increase in the number of University funded graduate 
or undergraduate scholarships, fellowships or assistantships in the past 
five years. 

2. Increased competition for the superior student. 

3. Expansion and addition of Federal financial aid programs to pro- 
vide funds for low-income and disadvantaged families, as well as middle- 
income families faced with rapidly rising costs of education. 

4. The University has contributed nearly four hundred thousand 
dollars in matching funds for National Defense and Health Professions 
Student Loans during the past 10 years. 

5. Establishment of the Educational Opportunity Program. 

6. Broadened programs of employee tuition fringe benefits. 

7. A reduction in Grants in Aid for athletes. 

8. Corporations and individuals curtailing or eliminating scholar- 
ship gifts and bequests, feeling that the Federal Government is providing 
the necessary funds. 

The accompanying graphs are presented to show trends in past 
expenditures and projected cost of scholarship, EOP, and fringe benefit 
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programs. The Committee believes that a study of the actual costs to the 
University of the various programs now in existence should be made. 

The Committee understands and appreciates the goals of the University 
to strive for excellence and to serve the needs not only of Washington 
but those of the nation and the international community. These efforts 
must be accomplished primarily within the limited resources of the 
University. The respective merits of already established programs and 
of new demands on the University is the question before us. 

It is hoped that this interim report will generate thought and 
discussion which will guide the Committee in making future recommenda- 
tions to the Senate.

That the faculty of each department or of a nondepartmentalized school or

1 . adopt, prior to the end of the current academic year, 
written guidelines governing its procedures in making 
decisions concerning appointments, renewals of appointments, 
tenure designations, terminations of appointments, and the 
selection of department chairmen (or comparable administrative 
officer in a nondepartmentalized school or college or comparable 
educational division); 

2. submit copies of the adopted guidelines and of any subsequent 
changes to the appropriate Academic Deans and to the University 
Senate Committee on Appointment, Salary, and Promotion 
Policies .
